On the floor writhing in the ago* 
niee of death her husband was found 
wtlth the infant In bed a ahort diet- 
aoice away holding oat Us Httle 
arms to the mother. A nasor lay un- 
der the husband, brought to view aB 
he rolled from side to side, and blB 
throat was gaping open, blood spurt- 
ing from *be wownd n srWMtmi. 

Mra Ohambeta' •ereams summon- 
ed other members of the family who 
resided la the homestead a short dls- 
taaoe away. They piicked tbe body np 
ami laid It on tbe bad, aisd after u 
few giaspB Chambers died. He was 
n»ver able to opeok after discover- 
ed. ♦ • • f • 

Chambers waa 32 years oM and 
bom and raised In this county. Ho 
married MJso Katie aatOk^ of Ballard 
county, two yeam mfo. Re Waa a mats 
of noqasBtionablo diaraeter and waa 
generally popular. Hto friends say 
that tor mere than a year he h.is not 
been actJng himself and fear ha<I 
been entertained for several weeks 
as to his mental soundness. He ieavos 
I f.ither, three sisters and two 
brothers. The tottor are Messrs. Jacic 
and W-niiam Cbambert, reshUng oa 
the term, and Meedamee Henry Haa- 
lott, Bd Broylea and John WlIMauM, 
all «* this city.
